Tulsa, Okla.. Dec. 30—(AP)— 


The Oil and Gas Journal reported 
today that the nation's crude oil 
production averaged 5,310,820 bar- 
rels daily during the week ending 
Dec. 17, an increase of 10,865 
barrels over the previous week, and 
only 7,595 barrels short of the 
all-time high figure of5 5,318,415 
barrels recorded the week ending 
Oct. 25. 


Kansas noted the latest gain 


with an increase of 4,900 barrels 
to 295,550. The eastern area was 
up 3,450 barrels to 60,800 and Ken- 
tucky was up 2,000 barrels to 28,- 
700. 


Both Illinois and California were 


up 2,300 barrels. Small gains were 
recorded in Alabama, Mississippi. 
Louisiana and Arkansas. 


Oklahoma reflected 
the great 


decline, with a decrease of 1,750 
barrels to 409,300. Michigan was 
down 1,450 barrels to 48.500. 
Indiana, Florida. Colorado, Mon- 
tana and Wyoming each reported 
decreases of 850 barrels or less.

Nazi Camp Leader Is 


Doomed at Crime* Tria 
Dachau, Germany^ Dec. 30 _ 


(AP) — Hans Mocser, commandant 
of the nasis' Nordhausen concen 
tration camp, was sentenced to 
death today by a U. S. war crimes 
court, which also imposed sen 
tences ranging from fives years 
imprisonment to life on 14 of his 
confederates. 


It was the last war crimes case 


scheduled to be held before an 
American court here, and ended 
two years of trials in which 1.649 
persons have been tried and 1.339 
been found guilty. 


Seven of the

defendants 


were sentenced to life imprison- 
ment, one to 25 years, three to 20 
years, one to seven years and two 
to five years.

itself. 


Not all the help would come 


from us, bur most would. 
The 


rest would come from other coun- 
tries in this hemisphere and else- 
where. 


Besides coal and steel, those 16 


countries need things like food 
fertilizer, farm machinery, min- 
ing machinery, ships, dollars. 


(They'd aeed dollars, for in-

For Future Records 


The great man has spoken. "We 


are never going to make records 
again—ever," he said. "I want you 
to emphasize the word 'never.'" 


James Caesar Petrillo was talk- 


ing about the contract between 
his union of musicians and the 
recording cono-janies, which ex- 
pires Dec. 31. Some weeks ago Mr. 
Petrillo said that the contract 
would not be renewed. 
It 
was 


thought then that the great mogul 
of the music-makers was just 
peeved at the Taft-Hartley Law, 
which prevents him from having 
exclusive control of the millions 
in record royalties that the union 
collects. 


But now Mr. Petrillo says that 


even, if the law is replaced and 
the xecord companies 
increase 


their royalties it frill do no good. 
The great man is good and mad. 
So "we" are never going- to make 
records again- 


He isn't worried about royalties, 


anyway. For he says he will col- 
lect on all records made in the 
rush to beat the deadline since he 
issued his 
ultimatum. 
Several 


years' supply of both popular ^and 
classical music is reported to have 
been put on wax during the rush. 
Mr. Petrillo estimates that its sale 
may bring in as much as S1Q.OOO,- 
000 in royalties. 


We suspect that Mr. Petrillo 


mav not be as stubborn as he 
seems. But if he really means no 
more records, he can probably 
make his ban stick. The recording 
industry is not "essential," so his 
musicians can't be forced to work 
for it 
This must give Mr. Petrillo's 


sense of self-importance 
a tre- 


mendous boost. He can make 
worthless big investments in plants 
and equipment. He can cause 
considerable 
unemployment 
by 


wiping, out -a -whole complicated 
line of work. He can throttle re- 
search in sound ' recording, just 
when developments to the elec- 
tronics field promised some inter- 
esting improvements. 


Mr. Petrillo can. also do some of 


his countrymen a dis-service in a 
way that possibly is beyond his 
comprehension. There happen to be 
many people 'who feel that their 
lives would be poorer without the 
enjoyment of good music. Yet they 
cannot often hear'fine artists in 
person because their budgets are 
slender or because they live too 
f&r from the cities that those ar- 
tists visit. Recorded music fills a 
real need for them. Even those 
who have the means and oppor- 
tunity for concert-going find rec- 
ords a special joy- 


But Mr. Petrillo is not a music 


lover. He considers one musician 
about the same as another as long

lace has an even smaller chance 
of election than the late Robert 
M. LaFollette, Sr., who carried 
under the Progressive banner' in 
only his home state of Wisconsin 
1924. LaFollette polled 4.822,000 
votes, more than many observers 
think Wallace will get despite a 
vast increase in the electorate. 


Answer fUjquirpd? 


But the same politicians agree 


that Wallace's attack in his Chi- 
cago radio speech last night on 
what he called the "bipartisan re- 
actionary war policy" will require 
answering by the two major party 
candidates during the campaign. 


Wallace said that policy "is di- 


viding the world into two armed 
camps and making inevitable the 
day when American soldiers will 
be lying in their Arctic suits in 
the Russian snow." 


Similarly, the former cabinet of- 


ficer's 
assertion 
that 
universal 


military training is "the first de- 
cisive step on the road toward 
fascism" may point up that con- 
troversial question as an issue. 


Calling for volunteers to sup- 


port his venture, Wallace told his 
radio audience: 


•'A new party must stand for a 


positive youth program of abun- 
dance and security, not scarcity 
and war. We can prevent depres- 
sion and war if we only organize 
for peace in the same comprehen- 
sive way we organize for war." 


Despite public statements dis- 


counting the effect of Wallace's 
move, there was ample evidence 
the Democrats fear its possible ef- 
fect in such key states as New 
York, California, Washington, Il- 
linois and Michigan. 


Senator Millikin of Colorado, 


chairman of the Republican con- 
ference, named those particular 
areas in declaring that Democratic 
hopes for 194S had suffered "a 
major blow." 


There is some doubt, however, 


that Wallace can get on the bal- 
lot in the states Millikin listed. 
In others election laws governing 
third parties definitely deny him 
that opportunity. 


A prominent Democratic offi- 


cial, who asked not to be quoted 
by name, ^apparently has the same 
idea as Millikin. 
He told a re- 


porter: "Last night was blue Mon- 
day for the Democratic party." 


In Los Ajigeles. James Roose- 


velt, son of the late president and 
chairman of the California Demo- 
:ratic committee, said the Wallace 
move will "bring closer to reality 
Jie dangers in a return to power 
of the Republican party." 


McCarran Not Worried 


But Senator McCarran (D-Nev) 


:aid that Wallace, who was booted 
out of the cabinet by President 
Truman last year for his criticism

Volunteers Are 
Ready to Try V-2 


Rocket Test Ride 


Chicago, Dec. 30 — (AP) — 


Volunteers who contend they're 
willing to be shot into the sky in 
a V-2 rocket have offered their 
services to the Navy's high-alti- 
tude research program—but the 
service isn't booking any reserva- 
tions. 


"Several" Americans, including 


a few former service personnel, 
have written in saying 
they're 


ready to ride in a missile that can 
soar 100 miles up into space and 
attain a speed, of more than 3,000 
miles an hour. 


This was disclosed to reporters 


today by Dr. T. J. Killian, science 
director, research .division, of the 
Office o'f Naval Research (ONR,) 
who said in an interview at the 
meeting of the American Associa- 
tion 
for 
the 
Advancement of 


Science. 


"They did not look on it as a 


suicidal venture. I think they 
expected us to provide means of 
;etting them back safely." 


Killiar< and other naval scientists 


said the Navy has no plans to 
;ake anyone up on the offer, but 
Killian said that if the problem of 
•deceleration" 
(gradual slowing 


down) of a man on such a flight 
could be worked out, it might be 
possible for a human being to 
survive the world's fastest nine- 
minute ride. 


(That's the time it takes for the 


average flight of a V-2 in tests 
conducted to date, employing two 
rockets to study conditions high 
above our planet. It would be 
necessary to "decelerate" a man 
because of the tremendous mo- 
mentum his 
body would 
have 


picked up during the flight.) 


"A man 
could 
survive 
the 


launching of a V-2, because the 
acceleration at launching is not 
great," Killian said. "And, insul- 
ated in a stel container, with 
plenty of air, I don't believe he'd 
be affected by cosmi<- or solar 
radiation during a flight of only 
eight or nine minutes."

He Bowed to II Duce as 


Dictator's Trail Got 


Foothold in World

AJ' Foreign Affair*. Analyst 
Little Vittorio Emanuele, 
one 


time King of Italy, has died in 
Alexandria, Egypt, an exile from 
the land h» ruled for nearly half 
a century—historic years in which 
fortune dealt with him bountiful- 
ly until she finally abandoned him 
as a failure in his stewardship. 


There is a moral to the-story 


of any man's life, and the moral 
of Emanuele's tragedy is that he 
brought about his own downfall 
by trying- to combat a great evil 
with 
appeasement. 
Instead of 


fighting 
Mussolini's 
totalitarian 


creed m 1922, the monarch ig- 
nored the advice of his ministers 
and handed power to the fascist 
eader. 
\ 


That act.of appeasement to all 


ntents ended 
the lung's reign 


and saddled his country with a 
merciless police government which 
was answerable to one man—Mus- 
solini. It set a free and happy 
people to glancing fearfully over 
:heir shoulders before they dared 
converse in public. It clamped 
on a fierce dictatorial restraint, 
and jndde the once smiling Italy 
a land of dread. I saw that rule 
n action, and it was a fearsome 
thing. 


Trail of Bloob Resulted 


Out of the weak king's appease- 


ment grew a horrid vine of ag- 
gression. 
The arrogant, bloody- 


minded Mussolini seized helpless 
Ethiopia by force, grabbed tiny 
Albania, and otherwise extended 
the imperial powers which were 
food and drink to his overweening 
vanity. 


But the evil didn't end with 


Italy and Mussolini. Hitler drew 
much of his inspiration for totali- 
tarian ruthlessness from Musso- 
lini's success. 
What 
II 
Duce 


could do, the 
mighty 
fuehrer 


could do—and, did, despite fervent 
appeasement by 
British 
Prime 


Minister Chamberlain and others. 
Totalitarian ideas, • both nazi and 
fascist, took root in other coun- 
tries until many were suffering 
from the malady. 


Communism New Menace 


Finally the world war develop- 


ed on the vine which grew from 
:he seed of appeasement, and the 
whole globe was torn with con- 
flict between democracy and to- 
talitarianism—but not so. 


What many observers regard 


as a far more dangerous form of 
the ism has taken over where 
Hitler and Mussolini left off — 
communism. 
It is an insidious,
